Chapki 164 and Marechi 292) in Samastipur sub-divi¬ 
sion”.

Orbagicha, Shibkund, Hemzamir Lagma, Baha Chauki, In¬ 
drukh, Ramnagar, Fardah, Hero Diara, Singhia, Itahri, 
Patam, Bochai, Garhi Rampur. Noornur Mahdeva, Paria 
Bazar, Bariarpur, Ratanpur, Jhaua Bahiar, Kalyantola; 
Fulkia. Bankharpur, Barmasia, Ma'tadih, Sarobagh, Pachru¬ 
khi and Adalpuramari and the village Ramchandrapur 219) 
in Sadar sub-division”. 
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(81 in the entry against 284-Patamda, after the word “excluding", 
the words “Jamshedpur Railway Colony’’ shall be inserted.
